As you assemble forthe discharge of the 
duties you have assumed as the represent- 
ati. s of afree and génerous people, your 
meeting is marked by an interesting and im- 
pressive incident. ith the expiration of the 
present session of the ngaress the 
first century of our constitutional existence 
as a nation w completed. 
Our survival for one hundred years is not suf- 
ficient to insure us that we no longer have 
dangers to fear in the maintenance, with all 
its promised blessings, of a government 
founded upon the freedom of the people. 
The time rather admonishes us to soberly in- 
quire whether in the past we have always 
closely kept tn the course of safety and 
whether we bave before us a way plain and 
clear which leads to happiness and prosperity. 
When the experiment of our Government 
was undertaken the chart adopted for our guid- 
ance was the Constitution. Departure from the 
lines there laid down is failure. It is only b 
a strict adherence tothe direction they indi- 
cate and by restraint within the limitation 
they fix that we can furnish proof 
to the world of the capability of 
the American ee for 2 eee 
The equal and exact justice of which we boast 
as the underlying principle of our institutions 
should not be confined to the relations of our 
citizens to each other.

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THE SURPLUS. 

Instead of limiting the tribute drawn from 
our citizens to the necessities of its economical 
administration, the Government persists in 
exacting from the substance of the people 
millions which, unapplied and useless, lie dor- 
mant in its treasury. This t injustice 
and this breach of faith and obligation add to 
extortion the danger attending the diversion 
of the currency of tbe country fiom the legiti- 
mate channels of business. 

EXCESSIVE TAXATION. 

Under the same laws by which these results 
are produced the Government permits many 
millions more to be added to the cost of living 
of our people and to be taken from our con- 
sumers, which unreasonably swell the profits 
of a small but powerful minority. The people 
must still be taxed for the support of she Gov- 
ernment under the operation of tariff laws. 
But to the extent that the mass of our citizens 
are inordinately burdened beyond any ‘useful 
public purpose, and for the benefit 
of a favored few, the Government 
under pretext of an exercise of its taxing 
power, enters gratuitously into §partnership 
with these favorites, to their advantage and 
to the injury of a vast majority of our people. 
This is not equality before the law. The exist- 
ing situation is injurious to the health of our 
entire body politic. It stifles in those for 
whose benefit it is permitted, all patriotic 
love of country, and substitutes in 
its place selfish greed and grasping avarice. 
Devotion to American citizenship for ite own 
sake and for what it should accomplish as a 
motive to our nation’s advancementand the 
happiness of ull our people, is displaced by 
the assumption that the Government instead 
of being the embodiment of uality is but an 
instrumentality through which especial and 
individual advantages are to be gained. The 
arrogance of this assumption is unconcealed. 
It appears in the sordid disregard of all but 
—— interests, in the refusal to abate for 

he benefit of others one iota of selfish ad- 
vantage, and in combinations to perpetuate 
such advantages through efforts to control 
legislation and improperly influence the 
suffrages of the people. 

THE WRONGS OF THE FARMER. 

The grievances of those not included within 
the circle of these beneficiaries, when fully 
realized, will surely arouse irritation and dis- 
content. Our farmers, long-suffering and 

atient, struggling in the race of lite with the 

ardest and most unremitting toil, will not 
tall to see, in spite of misrepresentations and 
misleading fallacies that they are obliged to 
accept such prices for their products as are 
fixed in foreign markets, where they compete 
with the farmers of the world; that their lands 
are declining in value while their debts in- 
crease, and that without compensating fav or 
they are forced by the action of the Govern- 
ment to pay forthe benefit of others such en- 
hanced prices for the things they need that the 
scanty returns of their labor fail to furnish 
—.— support or leave no margin for accumu- 

ation. 
THE WORKINGMAN’S CONDITION. 

Our workingmen, enfranenised from all de- 
lusions and no longer frightened by the cry 
that their wages are endangered by a just re- 
vision of our tariff laws, will reasonably de- 
mand through such revision steadier employ- 
ment, cheaper means of living in their 
homes, freedom for themselves and their 
children from the doom of * — servitude 
and an open door to thelr advancement be- 
yond the limits of a laboring . Others of 
our citizens whose comforts and expenditures 
are measured by moderate salaries and fixed 
incomes will insist upon the fairness and jus- 
tice of cheapening the cost of necessaries.for 
themselves and their families. 
to the selfishness of the beneficiaries 
of unjust discrimination under our laws there 
shall be added the discontent of those who 
suffer from such discrimination we will real- 
ize the fact that the benificent purpose of our 
Government dependent upon the patriotism, 
and contentment of our people are en- 
dangered. ; 

THE COMMUNISM OF CAPITAL. 

Communism isa bateful thing, and amenace 
to peace and organized government. But the 
communism of combined wealth and capital 
the outgrowth of overweaning cupidity and 
selfishness, which insidiously undermines the 
justice and integrity of free institutions, is 
not less dangerous than the communism of 
oppressed arte J and toil, which exasper- 
ated b njustice and discontent attacks 
with wild disorder the citadel of rule.

The propriety and the necessity of the erec- 
tion of one or more prisons for confinement 
of United States convicts, and a post-office 
building in the National Capital are not dis- 
puted, but these needs yet remain unanswered 
while scores of public buildings have been 
erected where their necessity for public pur- 
poses is not apparent. A revision of our pen- 
sion laws could easily be made, which would 
rest upon just principles and provide for every 
bie bg applicant. But while our general pen- 
sion iaws remain confused and imperfect 
hundreds of our pera pension laws are an- 
nually passed, which are the sources of ee 
discrimination and popular demoralization. 

Appropriation bills for the support of the 
Government are defaced by items and pro- 
visions to meet private ends, and itis freely 
asserted by responsible and experienced 
parties that a bill appropriating money for 
public internal improvement would fail to 
meet with favor unless it contained more for 
local and private advantage than for public 
benefit. hese statements can be much em- 
phasized by an ascertainment of the propor- 
tion of ederal legislation which either 
bears upon its face its private character or 
which upon examination develops such a 
motive power. 

And yet the people wait and expect fromſtheir 
chosen representatives such patriotic action 
as will advance the welfare of the entire coun- 
try; and this expectation can only an- 
swered by the performance of public duty 
with unselfish purpose. Our mission among 
the nations of the earth, and our success in 
accomplishing the work God has given the 
American people to do, require of those in- 
trusted with the making and execution of 
our laws perfect devotion above 
all other things to the public good. 
This devotion will lead us to strongiy resist 
all impatience of constitutional limitations of 
Federal power, and to persistently check the 
—— tendency to extend the scope of 
Federal legisiation into the domain of State 
and local jurisdiction upon the plea of sub- 
serving the = welfare. The preservation 
ofthe partitions between proper subjects of 
Fede and local care and regulation 
is of such importance under the Constitu- 
tion, which is the law of our very exis- 
tence, that no consideration of expediency or 
sentiment should tempt us to enter upon 
doubtful ground. We have undertaken to 
discover and proclaim the richest blessings of 
afree government, with the Constitution as 
our guide. Let us follow the way it points 
out. It will not mislead us. And surely no one 
who has taken upon himself the solemn ob- 
ligation to support and preserve the Constitu- 
tion can find justification or solace for dis- 
loyalty in the excuse that he wandered aud 
disobeyed in search of a better way to reach 
the — lic welfare than the Constitution offers.

DANGER ON THE GREAT LAKES.

stacies to reciprocal assistance to wrecked or 
stranded vessels. The act of June 19, 1878, 
which offers to Canadian vessels free access to 
our inland waters in ald of wrecked or d 
abled vessels, has not yet become effecti 
through concurrent action by Canada. 

PROTECTING FRENCH CITIZENS. 

The due protection of our citizens of French 
origin or descent from claim of military ser- 
vice in the event of their returning to or 
visiting France has cailed forth correspond- 
ence which was laid before you at the last 
session. In the absence of convention 
agreement as to naturalization, which Is 
greatly to be desired, this Government sees 
no occasion to recede from the sound position 
it has maintained not only with regard to 
France but as to all countries with which the 
Uni States have not concluded special

By this plan bonds of 
the Government not yet due have been pur-

The premium added to the principal of these 
bonds — 4 — an investment yielding about 
2 per cent interest for the time they still had to 
run; and the saving tojthe Government repre- 
sented by the difference hetween the amount 
of interest at 2 per cent upon the sum paid for 
peer and premium, and what it would 
ave paid for interest at the rate specified in 
the bonds if yd had run to their maturity, is 
about $27,165,000. At first sight this would 
seem to be a profitable and sensible 
transaction on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, but as suggested by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the surplus thus 
expended for the purchase of bonds was 
money drawn from the people in excess of 
any actual need of the Government and was 80 
expended rather than allow it to remain idie 
in the Treasury. If this surplus under the 
operation of just and equitabie laws had been 
left in the hands of the people it would have 
been worth in their business at least 6 per 
cent perannum, Deducting from the amount 
of interest upon the principal and premium of 
these bonds for the time they had to run, at 
the rate of 6 per cent, the saving of 2 per cent 
made for the people bythe purchase of such 
bonds, the loss will appear to be $55,760,000. 

This calculation would seem to demonstrate 
that ifexcessive and unnecessary taxation is 
continued and the Government is forced to 
pursue the policy of Ss its own bonds 
at the premiums which will be necessary to 
pay, the loss tothe people will be hundreds 
of millions of dollars. Since the purchase of 
bonds was undertaken as mentioned nearly 
all that have been offered were at last ac- 
cepted. It has been made quite apparent that 
the Government was in danger of 
being subjected to combinations to raise 
thelr price as appears by the instance 
cited by the Secretary of the offering of bonds 
of the par value of only $826,000 so often that 
the aggregate of the sums demanded for their 
purchase amounted to more than $19,700,000. 
Notwithstanding the large sums paid out in 
the purchase of bonds the surplus in the 
Treasury onthe Soth day of November, 1888, 
was 352, 284,610.01, after deducting about $20, 
ve ony just drawn out forthe payment of pen- 
sions. 

. SILVER COINAGE. 

At the close of the fiscal year ended June 80, 
1887, there had been coined under the com- 
erate | silver 9 act 5260, 988, 280 lu silver 

ollars, $50,504,310 of which were in the hands 
of the 3 On the 36th day of June, 1888, 
there had been coined $299,708, and of this 
$55,829,803 was in circulation in coin and $200,- 
887,376 in silver certificates, forthe redemp 
tion of which silver dollars to that amount 
were held by the Government. 

On the 80th day of November, 1888, $312,570,990 
had been coined, $60,970,990 of the silver dol- 
lars were actually in circulation and $237,418,- 
846 in certificates. The Secretary recommends 
the suspension of the further coinage of silver, 
and in such recommendation I[ earnestly con- 
cur. For further valuable information and 
timely recommendations Lask the careful at- 
tention of the Congress to the Secretary's 
report. 

THE ARMY. 

The Secretary of War reports that the army 
atthe date of the last consolidated returns 
consisted of 2,189 officers and 24,549 enlisted 
men. The actual expenditures of the War 
1 — for the fiscal year ended June 80, 
1888, amouated to $41,165,107.07, of which sum 
$9,158,514.68 was expended for public works, 
including river and harbor improvements. 

‘*The Board of Ordnance and Fortifica- 
tions’’ 8 kor under the act approved 
September 22 last was convened October 30, 
1888, and plans and specifications for procur- 
ing forgings for 8, 10 and 12-inch guns, under 

rovision of sec. 4 and also for procuring 

-Inch breech-loading mortars, cast tron, 
hooped with steel, under the provisions of 
sec.5 of the said act, were submitted to the 
Secretary of War for.reference to the Board by 
the Ordnance Department of the same date. 

These plans and specifications haying been 
promptly approved by the board and the Sec- 
retary of War, the necessary authority to pub- 
lish advertisements, inviting proposals in the 
newspapers throughout the country, was 
granted by the Secretary on November 12, and 
on November 18 the advertisements were sent 
out tothe different newspapers designated. The 
bids for the steel forgings are to be opened on 
December 20, 1888, and for the mortars on 
December 15, 1888. 

A board'of ordnance officers was convened at 
the |[Watervilet Arsenal on October 4, 1888, to 
* the necessary plans and specifications 

or the establishment of an army gun factory 
at that point. The pretiminary report of this 
board, with estimates for shop bulidings and 
officers’ quarters, was approved by the Board 
of Ordnance and Fortifications November 6 
ands. The specifications and form of adver- 
tisementse and instructions to bidders 
have been and advertisements 
inviting for the  ex- 
cavations for shop buildin and 
for erecting two sets 0 of- 
ficers’ quarters, have been published.

Under the provisions of the army bill for 
the procurement of pneumatic dynamite guns 
the necessary specifications are now being 
prepared and advertisements for proposals 
will issue early in December.

I earnestly request that the recommendations 
contained in the Secre "s report, all of 
which are, in my opinion, oaleulated to in- 
crease the usefulness and discipline of 
the army, may receive the consideration of 
the Congress. Among these the proposal that 
there should be provided a plan for the exam 
ination of officers to test their fitness for pro- 
motion is of the utmost importance. This re- 
form has n before recommended in the 
reporte of the Secret and its expediency is 
so fully demonstrated by the argument he 
— in its favor that adoption should no 
onger be neglected. 
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These prisoners should be treated kindly and 
kept in restraint far from the locality of their 
former reservations. They should be sub 
ected to efforts calculated to lead to their 
mprovement and the softening of their 
savage and crue! instincts; but their return to 
their old home should be persistently resisted. 
The Secretary in his report gives a graphic 
history of these Indians and recites with pain- 
ful vividness their bloody deeds and the un- 
happy fallure of the Government to manage 
them by peaceful means. It will be amazing 
if a perusal of this history will allow the sur- 
yival of a desire for the return of these pris. 
oners to their reservation upon sentimental 
or any other grounds. 
THE NAVY. 

The report of the Secretary of the Navy 
demonstrates very intelligent management in 
that important department and discloses the 
most satisfactory progress in the work of re- 
constructing the navy made during the past 
rons. Of the ships in course of construction, 

ve, vis. the Charleston, Baltimore, York- 
town, Vesuvius and the Petre! bave in that 
time been launched and are rapidly approach- 
ing completion, and, in addition to the above, 
the Philadelphia, the San Francisco, the New- 
ark, the Bennington, the Concord and the 
Harreshoff torpedo boat are all under contract 
for delivery to the department during the next 
year. The progress — made and deing 
made gives good ground for the expectation 
that these eleven vessels will be incorporated 
as partof the American navy within the next 
twelve months. 

The report shows that notwithstanding the 
large expenditures for new construction and 
the additional labor they involve, the total 
ordinary or current expenditure of the De- 
1 for the three years ending June 80. 
888, are less by more than 20 per cent than 
auch expenditures for the three years ending 
June 80, 1884. The various steps which have 
been taken to improve the business methods 
ofthe department are reviewed by the Sec- 
retary. The purchasin of supplies has 
been consolidated an laced under a 
responsible bureau head. his has resulted 
in the curtailment of open purchases which in 
the years 1884 and 168 amounted to over 50 per 
cent of all the purchases of the department 
to less than 11 per cent; so that at the present 
time about 90 per cent of the total depart- 
mental purchases are made by contract and 
after competition. Aa the expenditures on 
this account exceed an average of 32, 000, 000 
annually it is evident that an important im- 
provement in the system has been inaug- 
urated and substantial economies introduced. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

The report of the Postmaster-General shows 
a marked increase of business in every branch 
ofthe postal service. The number of post- 
offices on July 1, 1888, was 57,876, an increase 
of 6, 124 in three years and of 2,219 for the last 
fiscal year. The latter-mentioned increase is 
classified as follows: New England States, 5; 
Middle States, 181; Southern States and Indian 
Territory (41), 1,406; the States and Territories 
ofthe Pacific Coast, 190; the ten States and 
Territories of the West and Northwest, 435; 
District of Columbia, 2; total, 2,219. 

Free-delivery offices have increased from 
189 in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1887, to 
858 in the year ended June 30, 1858. 

In the mall railway service there has been 
an increase in one year of 168 routes, and in 
the number of miles traveled per annum an 
increase of 150,795,917.48. The estimated in- 
crease of railroad service for the year was 
6,000 miles, but the amount of new railroad 
service actually put on was 12, 764. 50 miles. 

The volume of business in the money-order 
division, including transactions in postal 
notes, reached the sum of upward of 516, 000, 
000 forthe year. During the past year parcel 
post conventions have been, concluded with 
Barbadoes, the Bahamas, British Honduras 
and Mexico, and are now under negotiation 
with all the Central and South American 
States. The increase of correspondence with 
foreign countries during the past three years 
is gratifying and is especialiy notabie and ex- 
ceptional with the Central and South Amer!i- 
can States and with Mexico. As the greater 
part of mail matter exchanged with these 
countries is commercial in ite character, this 
increase is evidence of the improved business 
relations with them. The practical operation 
of the parcel post conventions, so far as ne- 
gotiated, has served to fulfillthe most favor- 
able predictions as to their benefits. In Janu- 
ary last a general ostal conven- 
tion was negotiated with the Dominion 
of Canada, which went into operation on 
March 1, and which practically makes one 

ostal territory of the United States and 

anada. Underit merchandise parcels may 
now be transmitted through the mails at 
fourth-class rates of postage. It is not possi- 
ble here to touch even the leading heads of 
the great postal establishment, to illustrate 
enormous and rapid growth of its business 
and the needs for legislative readjustment of 
much of its machinery that it has out- 
grown. For these and valuable recom- 
mendations of the Postmaster-Genera), at- 
tention is earnestly invited to his report. 
A department whose revenues have increased 
from 319,772,000 in 1870 to $52,700,000 in 1888, de- 
spite reductions of postage, which has enor- 
mously reduced rates of revenue while daily 
increasing ite business, demands the careful 
consideration of the Congress asto all mat- 
ters suggested by those familiar with its op- 
erations, and which are calculated to increase 
ite efficiency and usefulness. 

A bill proposed by the Postmaster-General 
was introduced at the last session of the Con- 
gress by which a uniform standard in the 
amount of gross receipts would fix the right 
of a community to a public building to be 
erected by the Government for post-o of — 
poses. It was demonstrated that, aside from 
the publie convenience and the promotion of 

citizens invariably disturbed 
easings and of sites, it was a 
measure of the highest economy and of 
sound business judgement. It was found that 
the Government was paying in rents at 
the rate of from 7 to 10 per 
cent per annum on whatthe cost of such pub- 
lic buildings would be. A very great advant- 
age resulting from such a law would be the 
prevention of a large number of bills con- 
stantly introduced forthe erection of publle 
buildings at — and 9 expendl.- 
tures not justified by public necessity. trust 
that this measure will become a w atthe 
present session of Congress. Of the total 
number of Postmasters 854,874 are of the 
fourth-class. These, of course, receive 
no allowances whatever for expenses 
in the service, and their oom - 
pensation is fixed dy reentage on 
receipts at their respective offices. This rate 
of compensation may have been and probably 
was, at some time, just, but the standard has 
remained unchanged ough the several re- 
ductions on the ra of postages. Such 
reductions have pb rily cut down the 
compensation of these officials, while it un- 
aoubtedly increased the business rformed 
by them.

CONVICTIONS FOR POLYGAMY. 

It also appears from this report that though 
prior to March, 1885, there had been but six 
convictions in the Territories of Utah and 
Idaho under the laws of 1862 and 1882 punish- 
ing polygamy and unlawful cohabitation as 
crimes, there have been since that date nearly 
six hundred convictions under these laws and 
the statutes of 1887, and the opinion is ex- 
pressed that under such a firm and vigilant 
execution ofthese laws and the advance of 
ideas opposed to the forbidden 
practices polygamy within the Unit- 
ed States is virtually at an end. 
Suits instituted by the Government under the 
provisions of the act of March 3, 1887, for the 
termination of the corporations known as the 
Perpetual Emigrating Fund Co., and the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, 
have resulted in a degree favorable to the 
Government declaring the charters of these 
corporations forfeited and escheating their 
property. Such property, amounting in value 
to more than $200,000 is in the hands of a re- 
ceiver pending further proceedings, an appeal 
having been taken to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 


PUBLIC LANDS. 

In the report of the Secretary of the Interior, 
which will be laid before you, the condition of 
the various branches of our domestic affairs 
connected with that department and its oper- 
ations during the past year are fully exhib- 
ited. But a brief reference to some of the 
subjects discussed in this able and interestin 
report can here be made, but I recommen 
the entire reportto the attention of Congress 
and trust that the sensible and valuable 
recommendations it contains will secure care- 
ful consideration. I cannot too strenuously 
insist on the importance of proper measures 
to insure a right disposition of our public 
lands, not only as a matter of present justice 
but in forecast of the consequences to future 
generations. The broad, rich acres of our 
agricultural plains have been long preserved 
by nature to become her untrammeled gift to 
a people civilized and free, upon which 
should restin well distributed ownership the 
numerous homes of enlightened, equal and 
fraternal citizens. They came to national pos- 
session with the warnin example in 
our eyes of the entail of iniquities 
of landed proprietorship which other 
countries have permitted and still sfiffer. 
We have no excuse for the violation of the 
principles Se taught by reason and 
example, nor for the allowance of pretexts 
which have sometimes exposed our iand to 
colossal greed. Laws. which open a door to 
fraudulent acquisition or administration 
which permits and favors rapacious seizure 
by a favored few of extended areas that many 
should enjoy, are accessory to offenses against 
our national welfare and humanity not to 
be too severely condemned or punished. 
It is gratifying to knowthat something has 
been done at last to redress the injuries of our 
people and check the perilous tendenoy of the 
reckless waste of netional domain. That 
over eighty mMfllion gere have been wrested 
from legal usurpatione improvident grants 
and fraudulent entries and claims to be taken 
from the homesteads of honest industry— 
although less than the greater areas thus un- 
justly lost~must afford a profound gratifica- 
tion to right feeling citizens, as 
it is a recompense for the 
labors and struggles for their recovery. 
Our dear experience ought sufficiently to urge 
the speedy enactment of measures of legisla- 
tion which will confine the future disposition 
of our remaining agricultural lands to the 
uses of actual busbagiry and genuine bomes. 
Nor should our vast tracts of so-called desert 
lands be yielded up tothe monopoly of cor- 
porations or grasping individuals, us appears 
to be much the tendency under the existing 
statutes. The lands require but the supply of 
water to become fertile and productive. Itis 
a problem of great moment how wisely for the 
public good that factor shall be furnished. I 
cannot but think n pertious to _ suf- 
fer either those lands or the sources 
of their irrigation to fall into 
the hands of monopolies, which by such 
means may exercise lordships over areas de- 
pendent upon theirtreatment for productive- 
ness. Already steps have been taken to secure 
accurate and scientific information of the 
conditions, which is the prime basis of intelli- 
gentaction. Until this shall be gained the 
course of wisdom appears clearly to lie ina 
suspension of further disposal, which only 
promises to create rights antagonistic to the 
common interest. No harm can follow this 
cautionary conduct. The land will remain 
and the public good presents no demand for 
hasty dispossession of national ownership and 
control. 

Icommend also the recommendations that 
appropriate measures be taken to complete 
the adjustment of the various grants made 
to the States for internal improvements and 
of swamps and overflowed lands as well as to 
adjudicate and finally determine the validity 
and extent of the numerous private land 
claims. All these are elements of great in- 
justice and peril to the settlers upon the lo- 
calities affected, and now that their existence 
cannot be averted, no duty is more pressing 
than to fix as soon as possibile their bounds 
and terminate the threats of trouble which 
arise from uncertainty. 

ALLOTMENT IN SEVERALTY TO INDIANS. 


The condition of our Indian population con- 
tinues to improve, and the proofs multiply 
that the transforming change so much to be 
desired which shail substitute for barbarism 
enlightenment and civilizing education, is in 
favorable progress. Our relations witn these 
people during the year have been disturbed 
by no serious disorders, but rather marked by 
a better realization of their true Interests, and 
Increasing confidence and g will. These 
conditions testify to the value of the higher 
tone of consideration and humanity which has 
governed the latter methods of dealing with 
them, and commend its continued observance, 
Allotments in severalty have been made on 
some reservations until all those entitled to 
land thereon have had their shares assigned 
and the work ie still continued. In directing 
the execution of this duty I have not aimed so 
much at rapid dispatch as to secure just and 
fair arrangements which shall best conduce to 
the objects of the law, a producing satisfac- 
tion with the results of the allotments made. 
No measure of general effect hag ever been 
entered on from Which more may 
be fairly hoped, if be 
discreetly administered. It proffers —— 
tunity and inducement to that independence 
of spirit and life which the Indian peculiarly 
needs, while at the same time the inaliena- 
bility of title affords security against the risks

REVISION OF PENSION LAWS ADVISED. 

Iam thoroughly convinced that our neral 
pension laws should be revised = adjusted 
to meet as far as possible in the light of, our 
experience all meritorious cases. The fact 
that 102 different rates of pensions are paid 
cannot,in my opinion, be made consistent 
with justice to the pensioners or to the Gov- 
ernment, and the numerous private pension 
bills that are passed predicated — the im- 
perfection of general laws, while they in- 
crease, in Many cases, existing inequality and 
injustice lend additiona orce to 
the recommendation for a revision of 
the general laws on this subject. 
The laxity ot ideas prevailing among a large 
numberof our people regarding pensions is 
becoming every day more marked. The 
principles upon which they should be granted 
are in danger of being altogether ignored and 
already pensions are often claimed because 
the applicants areas much entitled as other 
successful applicants rather than upon other 
disability reasonabl attributable to 
military service. f the establishment 
of vicious precedents be continued, if 
the granting of pensions be not divorced from 
partisan and other unworthy and irrelevant 
considerations, and ifthe honorable name of 
veteran unfairly becomes by these means but 
another term for one who constantly clamors 
for the aid of the Government there is danger 
that injury will be done to the fame and patri- 
otism of many whom our citizens all delight 
to honor, and that a prejudice willbe aroused 
unjust to meritorious applicants for pensions. 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

The Department of Agriculture has contin- 
ued with a good measure of success, its efforts 
to develop the processes, enlarge the results, 
and augment the profits of American hus- 
bandry. It has collected and distributed 
practical information, introduced and tested 
new plants, checked the spread of contagious 
diseases of farm anima , resisted the ad- 
vance of noxious insects and destruotive fun- 
gus growths and sought to secure to agricul- 
tural labor the highest reward of effort, 
and the fullest immunity from loss. Its rec- 
ords of the year show that the season of 1888 
has been one of medium production. A gen- 
erous supply of the demands of consumption 
has been assured andasurpins for exporta- 
tion, moderate in certain products and bounti- 
ful in others, will prove a benefaction alike to 
buyer and grower. 

PLEURO- PNEUMONIA. : 

Four years ago it was found that the great 
cattle industry of the country was endangered 
and those engaged in it were alarmed at 
the rapid extension of the European lung 

lague of egg aes ag] Serious out- 

reaks existed in Lllinois, Missouri and Ken- 
tucky, and in Tennessee animals affected 
were held in quarantine. Five counties in 
New York, and from one to four counties 
in each of the States of New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
Maryland were almost equaily affected. 
With this great danger upon us and with the 
contagion already in the channels of com- 
merce, with the enormous direct and indirect 
losses already being caused by it, and when 
only prompt and energetic action could be 
successful there were in none of these States 
any laws authorizing this department to 
eradicate the malady or Safe the State 
officials power to co-operate with it for this 
purpose. The department even lacked both 
the requisite appropriation and authority. 
By securing State co-operation in connection 
with authority from Congress, the work of 
eradication has been pressed successfully, 
and this dreaded disease has been extirpated 
from the Western States and also from the 
Eastern States, with the exception of a few re- 
stricted areas which are still under super- 
vision. Thedanger has been removed and 
trade and commerce have been freed from the 
vexatious State restrictions which were 
deemed necessary for a time. 


SCOGAR-MAKING EXPERIMENTS, 

During the past four years the process of 
diffusion, as applied to the manufacture of 
sugar from sorghum and sugar-cane, has been 
introduced into this country, and fully per- 
fected by the experiments carried on by the 
Department of Agriculture. This process is 
now universally considered to be the most 
economical one, and it is through it that the 
sorghum sugar industry has been established 
upon a firm basis and the road to its future 
success opened. The adoption of this diffu- 
sion process is also extending in Louisiana 
and other sugar-producing parts of the coun.- 
try, and will, doubtless, soon be the only 
method employed for the extraction of sugar 
from the cane. 

FOOD ADULTERATION. 

An exhaustive study has also, within the 
same period, been undertaken of the sub 
of food adulteration and the best analytical 
methods for detecting it. A part of the re- 
sults of this work has already been published 
by the department, which, with the matter in 
course of preparation, will make the most com- 
— treatise on that subject that has ever 

een published in any country. The depart- 
ment seeks a progressive development. It 
would combine the discoveries of science with 
the economics and amelioration of rural prac- 
tice. A supervision of the endowed e 1 
mental station, system recently provided for, 
is a proper function of the department, 
and is now in operation. This 
supervision is very my eboney 
and should be wisely and vigilantly directed, 
to the end that the pecuniary aid of the Gov. 
ernment in favor of intelligent agriculture 
should be so applied as to result in the gen- 
eral good and to the benefit of ali our pie, 
thus justifying the appropriations made from 
the public treasury.

A THRILLING MISHAP. 


A Painter on the Manhattan Bridge Falls a 
Distance of 145 Feet.

Ihad possession of my thoughts all 
the way down, and wondered if I would feel it 
when I struck the spiles below, and it I would 
be killed. Just before I struck the water 1 
could see the spiles. I saw that Il would not 
strike them. Ilturned over twice in the de- 
scent and struck the water head down, with 
my hands stretched out before me as though 
I were diving. The water was only 
about three feet deep, and the tide was 
going out. My hands and arms went into the 
mud. I had a pair of big gloves on and when 
I pulled my arms out of the mud the gloves 
stayed there. I might have walked out of the 
water, butI was little dazed and started to 
swim to the spiles. 

On the way down I fell between several 
iron braces, any of which would have killed 
me instantly had I struck it. The most miracu- 
lous part ofthe fall, however, was the way 
I struck. Under the bridge the river is 
fullofsepiles. Thereis a space about eight 
feet in diameter which is free from them and 
it was into this space that 1 fell. Had I fallen 
five feet in either direction I would surely 
have been dashed to pieces. Idid not feel 
the fall at all Saturday, and after 
finished my work walked to my board- 
ing house in Ogden avenue near 
Union street. Yesterday I felt just a 
little sore, but it does not amount to any- 
thing. I have had four or five prett tough 
falls. Afew years ago I fell forty-five feet 
upon a flag walk from a scaffolding, and be- 
yond having the wind knocked out of me suf-

THE LINDAUER FAILURE, 


Sensational Tura in the Case—Judge 


Tuley'’s Order. 


CuHIcaGco, III., December 8.—There was a 
very sensational turn taken in the Lindauer 
Bros. & Co. failure matter Jshortly after noon 
to-day, when Judge Tuley, Chief Justice of 
the Circuit Court, issued a rule against 


Judge Prendergastof the County Court, direct- 
ing him to appear in the Circuit Court to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock to show cause 
why a writ of prohibition should not issue 
against him to stop further proceedings 
in the County Court in the Lindauer 
case. This order, which is said to be 
the first one of the kind ever issued 
by a court in the State of Illinois, was 
— upon a petition filed in the Olrouit 
ourt by Mayer E., Benjamin and Selig- 
man Lindauer and Aaron Rosenbiatt. 
The principal ground for asking the order 
was that Judge Prendergast had usurped or 
assumed a power towhich he was not legally 
entitied. he petitioners stated that 
on November log the New York 
Arm ot Tim, Wallerstein & Co., fileda peti- 
tion in the Oount Oourt askin that 
certain acts of Lindauer Bros. Co. 
be declared an assignment under the 
statutes of the State for the benefit of all 
their creditors; that Judge Prendergast 
Caused an order to de issued citing 
the Lindauers and vthers to appear in 
court for examination as insolvents, that they 
fied special appearances, to deny the 
jurisdiction of the County Oourt, and 
moved to dismiss the petitions filed 
by Tim, Wallerstein & Co., and others. After 
hearing argiments on the motion, Judge 
Prendergast denied them and assumed 
jurisdiction. He is now proceeding to 
adjudicate upon the matters and avertments 

etitions, and Lindauer Bros’ 

ear he will proceed to ren- 
der judgment to the effect that they 
have in effect made an assignment of all their 
estate forthe benefit of their creditors, and 
will compel and coerce them to appear in 
court as insolvent debtors to abide by the or- 
ders of the court.

THE EIGHTH CLAUSE.
